‘Farmers. and fertilizer _manufac- 
turers used - approximately 215,000 
short tons of cottonseed méal as fer- 
tilizer tt. the year which ended July 
81,1930, or about 9 per cent-of the 
total meal produced from ‘the 1929 
cottonseed crop, according to reports
